THK SCKNE AT ltANDAL.L'8 ISLAND.
At 11 o'clock the loud ringiug of u bell announce! that

th<5 Bteamlioat was coming alongside, and all hastened
down to the water's e.lge and proceeded on

board the steamboat Independence, chartered for the
ocoasion by the Governors of the Almshouse. Hodworth s

Band having stiuck up a national air. the steamboat got
under wav, and sailed up the Fast river as far as Kigbty-
aiith street, where a number of the Invited guests had
bv a mistake gathered on the end of the pier. Here
about one hundred and fifty persons were taken onboard,
among whom were several ladies and children^ leavingthis .*>,nt of Manhattan island. the boat without delay
Bteo.ed for Randall's Island, where the company were met
by the Kandull'* Island boys, all dressed in uniform, who,
wi»li hearty cheering, a display of handsome banners,
and the music of the fife and drum, welcomed the dis-
tingu.shcd visiters to the happy homes provided for
tbem by the benevolence of the good people of Gotham.

All hiving disembarked, the company marched to the
de iglitful strains of the music, along a well laid plank
road, to the nursery, which was the first building on this
iManl they visited. Here were assembled about one

hundred little children varying in age rrom three to six
Tears, aU neatly dress, d, delighted with the music or the
band in attendance, and evidently happy with their situ¬
ation in liTe.

After examining the nursery and primary schools, the
boya belonging to the island drew up in front ol the
assemblage, with their banners streaming in the wind,
aud their little baud playing favorite airs in ve ry credita¬
ble style
SmuoN Urapek, one of the Ten Governors, thus ad¬

dressed the boys as soon as the music bad eeused;.
Hovp.Wa came bore to-day along with the Legisla¬

ture to show them the condition of poor friendless boys
on this island, and how they are taken care of in the
jrreat city of New York. 1 am sure that you have some
thing to "say when such an important and distinguished
body have "come here to gee you to-day.
Joan Hvc.UBS, one of the boys, about seven years of

age, then got up on a stool, and delivered the following
reply crt/mpore. which made some of the rural mem¬
bers open their eyes
We are happy to see you, gentlemen. We are grateful

that so distinguished a body of men as the Legislatnre
t>f the State of New York are here to-day honoring us
with their presence; and we should be ungrateful not to
welcome vou on this occasion. We feel grateful foi the
benefits 'conferred on us, so conducive to our wel¬
fare m the shape of institutions, founded as tliej
are by the bountiful liberality or the city of New \ork.
Ones wa were poor, ragged and friendless, but now, by
the agency ot these institutions, we are quite changed.
we art^clothed and Ted, and comfortably provided tor.
Once we were paupers nnd destitute: but now we are
the children of Ni w York, and the Board of Ten Gover¬
nor, ar(. our fathers, friends nnd relations. We are pro
vided with good teachers, to prepare us for any Situation
which we may hereafter be called upon to fill in after lifo
We are grateful for the gifts we have received. On our
right are the stars and stripes, and on the left a
finely made These emblems of our condition were pre*entli to us by a noble body of firemen. Nop une Com¬
pany or Mbany Gentlemen, we shall not detain youany' longer, but bid \ou welcome to our island. Grateiul
tor the blessings which we enjoy, we conclude by saying
let us give three hearty cheers Tor the Legislature of the
f mpire State. (Loud cheering.)

Krom the Lunatic Asylum (hey next reported to the

fioise of the band, and it wan deemed advisable by the
fioelors not to admit any one except merely tlie member*
bf the Legislature, eonsequently the members of the

Eommon Council, theheadsof departments and all others
»rfted, refrained irorn examining the building and it*

hccupanta until a more favorable opportunity present*

The new Workhouse was next visited. This building i;<

.yual in size to the Asylum for the Reformation of Jure-
n > Delinquents. on Randall's Inland, and 1* a somewhat

liandKOiser and more substantial edifice, being construo*
e-i of ht >ne One wing yet remains to be finished, and

» tVw days *<o an appropriation of $40,000 wa* made for
It* completion, and when finished it will be one of the
L. rlitest ornaments of the Empire City.

Tlie Almshouse wan the next object that attrac¬
ted their attention. Here noma five or six hun¬
dred emigrant paupers, . of all nations and climes, jmet the eye of the visiter, and their seemingly comforta-

|>le condition impreshed upon the mind* of the Legisla-
lure the usefulness with which money raided by tax for
charitable purposes was expended In the city of New
Turk.
The Hospital was next inspected, where hundreds lay

on bads of sicknesa. pining to breathe the fresh air once
more in good liaalth and spirits. Their wants were, liow
.rer, well attended to; and nearly all of thatn. except
those infirm with age, were in a fair way of recovery.
3 he visiters had no hesitation whatever in passing
through the wards of sickness, being too deeply impress¬
ed with the solemnity of the scene to heed the infection
that hovered around them.

Arriving at tha extreme end of the island, the gloomy
Penitentiary came In aight. and on entering the main
door tha words.

" The way of the transgressor is hsrd,"

Island, the entire company repaired to the new Work-
bouse, where an excellent dinner was provided by the
authorities on this island. At 4 o'clock, the dining room
doors being thrown open, the guests entered, greeted by
theband*plaving Mail Columbia, "and, taking their senti
at three long tables, all the delicacies that the sea<on
Could afford wore quickly disposed of, as their appetites
«ret« sharpened by the long walk thay bad taken over tbo
inland Champagne flowed in abandonee, and from what
«re saw wa should think that very few members of the
legislature who voted for the Maine law were strictly
temperate men, for everybody seemed to enjoy them

,ir< that you Khould nee, an the representative* of the
ji.ijile, the value of our institutiona on lhe»e islands,
reared by the benevolence of the inhabitant! of the great
citj of New York. institution* which are in our even, and
w« hi j e in youra, invaluable, institutions where the poor
and fi iendleas cau alone find plenty and comfort. We bid
you welcome, not that we want to get any appropriation,
but that you may see andjudge of the utility and value
of these institution*, which 1 know even American citizen
if willing to hu jiport. We did not call you here for the

) uryose of exciting your sympathies in our behalf, for
the city of New ^ ork is the mother ^nd protector of all
destitute ] <oi>le who come to these islands, and to her
alone they look for kindness. We aeek nothing from the
Mate We seek nothing from the Legislature, except that
which all citizens are willing o ]>ay for the support of
those who are tastmed on us by misfortune or other¬
wise. I cau show you thousands on this and Kendall's
Island, including nearly a thousand children, who look
to the Ten Governors of the Almshouse for their main¬
tenance and thi ir position in life, and who would

be entirely destitute were it not for these excellent insti¬
tutions. You come to the Lunatic Asylum, and we point
out to you tire or six hundred lunatics who are support¬
ed by us, and God knows they hare want of it. Now,
gentlemen, we are honored on this occasion by those who
are distinguish* d for their eloquence and their knowledge
of the afluire of the State, while we are simply members
of the government of the city of New York onlv. How¬
ever, we hope we can occupy your time more pleasantly
on some othi r occasion. 1 see on my right and left the
President of the Board of Aldermen and Councilmen, and

a large number of the member* of the Common Council.
1 thank you all. gentlemen, and especially the ladies, for

your presence here on this occasion. In conclusion, let
nie offer jou this sentiment.

late you, and through you the city of New York, upon
tl.e admirable condition of the institutions in your
charge. No cue can go through them without seeiug
that ecccomyand liberality is comliinod. The stranger
that visits you can form but a poor idea of the
priceless value of these institutions, except he go
through, as we have to-day. The millions of dollars
expended tend moio to uphold the character of the
city of New York, as it shows by evidence, by these
institutions, that her benevolence and humanity
is cot exceeded by any other city in the State In fact,
the whole Mate is full of benevoleut institutions, and
her commerce and traffic U not exceeded by any other
State. On one side it is washed by the Atlantic Ocean,
on the other side by a large lake, which may well be
termed an inland sea. ller centre is adorned by one of
the noblest monuments that has ever been erected by
the hands of man. 1 meau the great Erie Canal (loud

| aud prolonged cheering).that magnificent artery that
runs through the entire State. Gentlemen, I will not
detain you on this occasion by extended remarks. I can

| only Bay that one of the best acts ever performed by me
was when I voted in favor of the bill creating the office
of the Ten Governors, and placing these institutions
under their management. I have only one word more
to say. The members of the Legislature have been only
liere for one day and I think if the Ten Governors treated
tlicni as well the next time they viRited j 'U, some of the
members would liko to bo sent here for six months.

I (Laughter.)
A. B. Dkkinsow Pt dent pro trm. of the Senate,

' then addressed tin assembly, lie said:.
The poople and governments wiio take care of the poor

are always entitled to the best thanks. We have seen
nix hundred boys as well cared for us tke most opulent
genllcmnn's children in the State.boys who may be
your representatives and your senators. We have had
eloquenco from a child that might well lie expected from

a man of tw enty-one. He spoke not as if he were reading
from a book, but that lie felt that ho was an object of
chai ity and that it was becoming to say something to us
on tlie* occasion. ladies and gentlemen, you saw these
boys, who yet may be the toachers and masters of our

children, tor we cannot count upon success always in this
life. The people of New York city may well be proud of
lier institutions, and the city itself, for it is the first in
population on this continent, and in point of commerce
excels all other cities. Where is there a New Yorker
who is not proud of her commcrcc? There is no more im¬
portant situation than the office of tlio Ten Governors,
which provides for the poor, the sick, the fatherless, and
friendless. These institutions demand our sympathies
and our time. 1 will not detain you, as there are many
members here who wish to bo hoard, therefore 1 will
draw my remarks to a close. (Applause.)

Mr. Ki.y, President of the Board ot Aldermen, then
made a few remarks complimentary to the Board ot
Ten Governors and to the President, Mr. Draper, and
assuring that body that the Common Council, so far as
lie was concerned, looked upon the institutions of those
islands with priue, and it wouUl at all times be great
pleasure to the in to decveae the wants of the suffer¬
ers ci nveyed there. In conclusion, he said that not
two weiks ago tlieir Board had adopted a resolution
appropriating $-10,000 for the completion of the south
wing of the builing they were then sitting in.

)Ii<*Eti H. Gixnneu next spoke substantially as fol¬
lows:.

I adics and Gentlemen 1 wish to say a few words, as 1
coi.ld not well do so before the President of the Common
Council. 1 am here as a private citizen of New York
city, of which 1 feel as- proud as any other citizen. We
aie here to meet with the representatives of the State of
New York we arc here as a band of brothers in the
house of charity. I trust that many hearts will over be
i pen to the wants of the poor of the city of New York.
It is duly necessary for you of the State of New York to
ronie here to look at the wretched, the lame, the infirm,
the blind, and the insane, to feel that the institutions are
invaluable and w ell conducted. Can you look around
and not believe it? I was not with yon to-day when you
visited these institutions, but when the geu'lci.ian before
mo spoke of the 7oO children on Randall's Island tears
came on my cheek.1 could not holp it. And why does all
thlsccmef Is it not from the liberality of the Legisla¬
ture of the State and those ivbo make bequests for the
benefit of those institutions I Is it not right, then, for
the Legislature to bequeath when they have the means ?
For my part, to place my hands in my pockets and say,
''Take this contribution, only let it be for the benefit of
the poor. We desire nothing for it in return, only take
care of tlie unfortunate, educate them, and if possible
make them distinguished citizens of this glorious
country." (Cheers.) The. Senate lias not spoken as
much as It ought, consequently I call upon Senator
1 enforth to say something.'
Senator IUskobtb then rose and said:
ladies aud Gentl 'lueti.1 am in no condition to address

vou this afternoon. (laughter.) This day carries me
\iack twenty-two years ago. when 1 was left fatherless
upon the Atlantic ocean. I recollect very well turning
to my mother, and I can remember that I had but one
friend in the woi Id. And when I saw hundreds of chil¬
dren this day who were fatherless I thanked God that
there was one institution in tlie Stato that had Ten Gov¬
ernors to net the part of fathers and friends to the
orphans. I felt proud of my native Mate; 1 felt proud of
its humanity. These institutions are free, they are the
institutions of the poor, the maimed and the wretched,
who arc taken care of, educated, and made useful mem
bcrs of society. They are educated so as to fill the differ
tnt positions in life. It has been well said, that "one of
these boys may fir.d himself to be the President of the
I'nited States."and perhaps some one of them might lie-
come one of the Ten Governors of tlie Almshouse.*' Gen¬
tium n, I shall not detain you with any lengthened re
uoarks. To the Ten Governors, in the name of the fc'ennte
of the Mate of New York, I may say with great confl
dence that this will be n dnv long riiocmbercd by us.

1 have born appointed on
this occasional n substitute for our President, who la
unfortunately indisposed. 1 wish to eay a few words to
the ir.f niU rs of the Senate and Assemlrir. The Common
Coundtmen nro happy to see you. and liid you a hearty
welcome to this place. Asa member of the committee
appointed to wait upon you, I am delegatod to address
\ou. Inasmuch ns you may not remain lieie longer than
Monday, I now, on the part of the Hoard, tender you our
heaitti'H thank- for your visit here. I understand that
you intend to leave here on Monday morning, but we
would lcok upon it as a special favor if you would defer
veur ilej aiture until Monday evening, so thit we would
lie nabled to show you some of the sights on Manhattau
Island And now, gentlemen, we desire that you would
do us the favor Of remainiag in New York until Monday
evening. That the citizens oi the Empire Ptate have by
their votes committed to you all their intere^ so far as
that interest can beaffocted by legislation.w< all know:
and 1 claim he who comes from the rural districts as
well as those from the cities as our representative*,
and you have in your custody our rights and interests
l!e regretted thrt the LcgUiatuf* did not com>> to New
York earlier anil oflener than they did, and concluded by
inviting the members of both houses to meet tbem at
the Astor House, at 9 o'clock on Monday morning, from
whence they would proceed in carriages to the different
public buildings and atructurea on Manhat'au Island.
His Honor llecnder Tuxor then addressed those assem-

bled, saying there was nothing that should demand the
attention of our representatives and senators more than
thf- wants of charitable institutions. Much had been
said, and justly, too, of the institutions of the city of
Hew York. After praising the various charitable insti¬
tution-, he said that New York was the great loadstone
that drew to its asylums the exiles from all parts of the
earth.the gTeat city of benevolence and humanity! It
was true the institutions they visited that day were only

a small portion of the various institutions of New York.
Fxsmln*' Its -chooK There are hundrt-ds and thousands
who go to these schools just as they do all through the
Ptrte. Take its voluntary institutions.no one that is
not in good circumstances but what is met by some one
of these societies Look, said he, at the building we are
sitting in, and then the m« mber* of the Legislature can
form some idea of the importance of her institutions.
Senator Maiiory. of Ontario countv. then addressed

the meeting as follows;.
1 am now convinced that New York is a great city, and

I am satisfied that It is the great emporium of the I nlted
States. Th^ovmber cf the insane and poor supported by
this great < fK is astonishing: and although I cannot
say that I stand six inches higher than ever 1 did before,
as one of th< gentlemen said before me, yet 1 think I feel
letter now than eTer I did in my life. 1 sm not one of
those who voted for the Maine law. (laughter) lean
Only say that either between me or (lov. 8eymonr the
Maine law is defunct. Although I voted against It. 1 am
not opposed to a temperance law, and I would go for it
where it provided that wo should drink moderately, as
we are now partaking of champagne to-day. (l<oudcheers. )
The Pmnt>nrr then said that he had received a senti¬

ment from .lames A. Titus, which he read, as follow*

nnd they all hastened to their various hotels, no doubt
well fatigued from thoir perambulations oo Kanlall's
and Biackwell's Island*.

Coroners* Inquests.
Body Found Fi.oatino u the Water.Suspicions or Vio-

iekce. Coroner (inmblo yesterday held an inquest upon
the body of an unknown woman, which was found floating

1 in the river at the foot of Broome street. The body had
; boon in the water several weeks. Dr. O'llanlon made an

[ examination of the body, the flesh of which was so much
; decomposed that the bones of the arms aud of the skull,

above the eyes, was laid bare. A linen bandage was tied
1 firmly around the head, completely covering the eyes.

, There was no visible fracture discovered. The body was
; ho much decomposed as to have removed all traces of vio¬

lence, if any bad been perpetrated. The jury returned a
vtedict of death by drowning, and appended the following
to the verdict:.''We further are of opinion that violence
was used in causing the death of deceased." Deceased
l.ad on a French drab merino dress, neatly made, but uo
underclothes except a canton flannel petticoat. On one
foot was a fashionable prunelle gaiter, with a patent
leather tie.
Found Drowned Yesterday afternoon Coroner Gam

hie held an Inquest at the Beuevue Hospital, upon the
body of Thonius O'Nell, which was found floating in the
wati r at t'je foot of Twenty-third street, Fast ri\er. He
was a 'longshoreman, and lias been missing about three
months. Hswasof intemperate habits, and it is sup¬
posed while undei the influence of liquor he fell into the
water. A verdict of death by drowning was render I.
Deceased was about thirty years of age, and a native of
reland.
Coroner O'Donnell on Saturday held an quest upon

the body of William C'olvil, formerly a sailor on board
the schooner Samuel Oilman. lying at pier No. 9 East

! river. Deceased had been ashore but was not seen on
! board again. His body was found floating alongside. Ver¬

dict.Death by drowning. Deceased was a native of Ire¬
land, 25 years of nge.
Another Body Found in the Water. The body of an

f unknown man was found floating in the water at the
foot of Twenty second street Coroner Gamble held an in¬
quest upon the body, when the jury returned a verdict of
death by drowning. No marks of violence were found on

i bis person. He appeared to have been in the water about
eight weeks. It is supposed he was a sailor. In the

I pockets of deceased were found $3 17, two keys, and a

jackknife.
! Fatal Faix..Coroner Gamble held an inquest upon the
1 body of William Donaldson, at the New York Hospital.

1 Deceased was a sailor on board the ship Edwin Forrest.
! nnd fell from the mainynrd when he went aloft to reeve

the signal halynrds. Re fell into the water, and his
leg was broken. He was takeu to the New York Hospital.
I'pon the ]K>st mortem examination it was found he had

( in his fall ruptured his liver. Verdict.Accidental death.
Fatai. Accident Coroner Gamble also, at the New

York Hospital, held an inquest upon the body of Charles
Boyle, who became entangled, on the 28th of March, in
the machinery, by mean* of which his foot was severed.
He v as taken to the New York Hospital, where the
stump was amputated.

LETTER FROM JVMK DOOGI.A8 IN REPLY TO TWBH-
rv-rir*cLKHOYMF.N or chicaoo, on tui nupkas-
K A BILL.

WaiWihotom, April 9, 1954
Judge Imuglas hu written a long letter, of eight co¬

lumn! of the Sentinel, in reply to the resolutions of a

meeting of twenty -Are clergymen at Chicago, anl in de¬
fence of his course in debate in the Senate on the pro¬
tect of the New England clergymen agninat the repeal of
the Miaaouri compromise.

Mr. Douglas retraverses the ground pursued by him in
debate at the time the protest was presented in the
Senate, and renews the charge that the protect was an

outrage upon the privileges of a large body of citiiens.
Uc quotes a portion of his remarks made in opposition
to the protest, and contends that the principle in the
Nebraska bill is identical with the resolutions of the
meeting at Chicago, and involves only the right of the
people in the States to frame their own government.
He also contends that the^transfer of slaves from Ken¬
tucky to Nebraska would, be a benefit to the slaves,
and not alter the political complexion.that it
would be simply reducing it in one State, where
the land is exhausted, and increasing it In others
where it is rich. Denies that clergymen, aa such,
have a right to interfere in all matters embracing moral
and religious truth, and intimates that a recognition of
such a power would prove subversive of the principles of
free government, and destructive of all the guaranties of
civil and religious liberty. The sovereign right of the
people to manage their own affairs, in couformity with
the constitution of their own making, recedes and diaap-
pears. he gays, when placed in subordination to the
authority of a body of men claiming, by virtue of their
office an ministers, to be a divinely-appointed institution
for the declaration and enforcement of God's will on

earth.
The Judge further argue*, that it is necesaary

to annul the eighth section of the Missouri com¬

promise as inimical to free government, and denies
that the proposal to do so is a breach of faith.
The principle of the Nebraska bill, he says, is purelj a

question of pelf government, involving the right and
capacity of the people to manage their own local and
domestic concerns. This is the only controverted prin¬
ciple involved in the bill. lie says ." I am unwilling to
lelieve that,- upon mature relic ction, and with all the
advantages which your Christian character and expe¬
rience may enable you to summon to your assistance,
you will sanction the declaration that a proposition to

carry this principle Into effect is a great moral wrong.

exposing no to the righteous judgments of the Almighty."
The letter is argumentative rather than denunciatory,

aud is milder than might have been expected from it <

source; but still, upon some points, it is tart and sar¬

castic. The letter is clearly designed as a full vindica¬
tion of his character, and covcrs all of his positi us in

regard to his opposition to the protest of the New Eng¬
land clergymen. It shows much care in its preparation,
and when published, as it will be on Tuesday, it will be

read with much interest by the foes as well as by the
friends of Judge Douglas and bis Nebraska bill.
